Whitewater probe now 
targets black ministers 
The Whitewater investigation into Presi- 
dent Clinton's business dealings while he 
was Governor of Arkansas last week ex- 
Panded its probe into monies given to black 
ministers by the Clinton campaign during 
the 1980's. Sources allege the payments 
may have violated state law. But the White 
House immediately denounced the probe 
as a “Republican inspired fishing expedi- 
tion” which would lead no where. The pay- 
ments in question were primarily used to 
get out the black vote for Clinton. And 
during his years as governor, Clinton usu- 
ally won the black vote overwhelmingly. 
Arkansas law bars cash payments of more 
than $50, but some of the “get out the vote” 
contributions to the black ministers are said 
to have totaled $500 to $1,000. Why 
Whitewater prosecutor Kenneth Starr is 
investigating black ministers when he was 
supposed to be looking into Clinton busi- 
ness dealings is unclear —

Former Secretary of Agriculture Michael 
Espy, federally indicted boxing promoter 
Don King and Nigeria’s ambassador to the 
United States Zubair M. Kazaure all recently 
spoke to a meeting of black newspaper pub- 
lishers each claiming that the nation’s white- 
owned media has treated them in an unfair 
manner. 

Members of the Black Press itself also 
complained about “slighted” treatment from 
mainstream media in regards to its perma- 
nent seat at the O.J. Simpson trial. 

The Black Press of America released its 
“Your True Voice Poll” at their Mid-Winter 
Conference in Tampa, which showed that a 
significant number of black readers rate it as 
being “the most creditable source of informa- 
tion about black Americans. 

Secretary Espy, told the African-Ameri- 
an publishers that “It was not an issue of my 
accepting tickets to a football game. The real 
reason I was forced out (of the job as Secre- 
tary of Agriculture) was because I was mak- 
ing structural changes in that agency and, for

NEWARK—Words are a powerful tool. Not 
long ago, the words of Khalid Muhammad, 
who gave an inflammatory speech attacking 
Jews and others not to his liking, rocked the 
campus of Kean College and the state of New 
Jersey. The outcry resulted in the subsequent 
removal of the college president. The words 
of Rutgers University President Francis 
Lawrence, have once again, left African- 
American students and faculty to sift through 
the rubble while the smoke clears. 

Ina faculty meeting held last November, 
President Lawrence, who initially denied 
making the statement, was heard on tape 
discussing the issue of the complete enforce- 
ment of SAT scores. 

"..Do we assess in the same way at 
Rutgers that we would in an open admissions 
county college?..,Let’s look at the SATs. The 
average SAT score for African Americans is 
750. Do we set standards in the future so that 
we do not admit anybody with the national 
test? Or do we deal with a disadvantaged 
population that doesn’t haye the genetic he- 
TM background to have a higher aver- 


“The president’s dreaded statement has 
triggered a chain reaction of events which 
have sparked mixed emotions between facul- 
ty and students. Within three days, students 
have marched and protested on the New 
Brunswick Campus and in front of his home 
and recently called for his resignation. 

Lawrence, who is respected by many 
African-American faculty members on the 
Newark campus, says the remark was taken 
out of context and was never intended in a 
racial context. He then went on to explain that 

“anybody's heredity will have some influ- 
ence on how he will perform.”

Lawrence intended to say. 

"In the sense that it (Pres. Lawrence's 
remark) was part of a much longer speech, I 
believe he was taken out of context. What I 
find most i about that remark is that

NEW BRUNSWICK—In protest to com- 
ments made by Rutgers University President 
Francis L. Lawrence, students staged a silent 
rally and continue to hold open forums at 
Rutgers University's New Brunswick and 
Piscataway Campuses. 

While at a November 11, 1994 meeting 
of the American Association of University 
Professors (AAUP), Francis Lawrence met 
with about 30 Camden faculty members to 
discuss the issues of post-tenure review and 
accountability. Lawrence made comments 
relating to the "genetic hereditary back- 
ground of African- Americans" in reasoning 
why African Americans as a whole hada low 
SAT score average. The tape, from which 
the Star Ledger reported Lawrence's com- 
ments, was also distributed to 100 AAUP 
departmental representatives in late Janu- 


The comments were made public in the 
January 31 edition of The Star Ledger in a 
front-page article by Robert Braun entitled 
"Rutgers chief cites genetics intest scores of 
minorities.” 

In the January 31 press conference 
Lawrence issued a “regret” for the com- 
ments: 

*] intended to say that standardized tests 


test measurefimhetent ability, because I be- 
lieve they do not. 

“Artificial constructs such as test scores 
are often used as barriers to educational 
access. But I believe that all students have the 
abilities to overcome past economic and ac- 
ademic disadvantages. Access to quality 
education together with hard work and deter- 
mination are the ingredients for a successful 
academic experience.” 

Student meetings and protests remained 
to be an outlet for disgruntled students. At 
2:30 p.m. on February 1, students marched 
down College Avenue in New Brunswick 
chanting "hell no are genes aren't so...Fran 
has got to go." Students of all colors, 
ethnicities, and races marched to Old Queens, 
the original campus of Rutgers College and 
called for Lawrence's unconditional resigna- 
tion. One Rutgers College senior symbolical- 
ly ripped up a copy of the controversial book, 
The Bell Curve. 

At 10:00 that evening an estimated 700 
students packed the multi-purpose room of 
the Busch Student Center to voice their con- 
cern over Lawrence's comments. 

Otis Rolley, a Rutgers junior, student 
activist and Jersey City resident talked of 
boycotting the classes of those professors

Progress reported in 
battle against Sickle 
Cell Anemia 
Sickle Cell Anemia is an inherited 
blood disease affecting nearly 
100,000 Americans—most of them 
African Americans. Private and 
government agencies have long 
been criticized for not doing more to 
cure or at least lessen the pain 
associated with the ailment. But 
last week researchers at the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health an- 
nounced the first preventive drug 
treatment which promises to re- 
lieve the most painful symptoms of 
Sickle cell anemia. Most victims 
sufferunpredictable attacks of pain 
inthe abdomen, back andthe joints. 
One in 12 black Americans carries 
the sickle cell gene. But far fewer 

actually have the disease.

National poll: eight in ten Americans 
support federal funding for public TV 


Public cites PBS as essential leader in quality, edu ational programming

WASHINGTON, DC— Americans 
see public television as a champion of 
quality television, and advocate con- 
tinued—or even increased—federal 
support, according to a nationwide 
opinion poll released recently. 

The survey of more than 1,000 
adults was conducted by Opinion Re- 
search Corporation (ORC) of 
Princeton, New Jersey, during the first 
week of January. 

Among its findings were: 

+ Most Americans (84 percent) would 
like to see Congress either-main- 
tain-public tetevision’s:funding at 
current levels or increase it, with 
nearly half advocating an increase. 
Support for federal funding was 
strongly nonpartisan, totaling 80 
percent or more among voters who 
identified themselves as Republi- 
cans, Democrat:

Budget Panel OKs Rice 
building-demolition act 


TRENTON—The Senate Budget 
Committee has approved Senator 
Ronald L. Rice’s request seeking a 
$50 million bond act to fund the dem- 
olition of unsafe buildings to revital- 
ize urban and rural areas. 

The bill, S-251, now goes to the 
full Senate. 

"Newark alone has more than 
2.000 abandoned residential build- 
ings that need to come down," said 
Senator Rice, (D-Essex,) a Newark 
City Councilman. “Many other cities 
such as Camden, Elizabeth, Irvington 
and Paterson have structures thatneed 
removing, as do towns in Northwest 
Jersey and other rural areas. 

“These buildings drain the mu- 
nicipal economy and serve as havens 
for illegal drugs, prostitution and oth- 
er crimes. They reduce municipal 


down abandoned buildings and re- 
placing the property with new hous- 
ing or Simply leaving it as open 
space.” 

The bill would seek voter ap- 
proval for the $50 million “Urban 
and Rural Centers Unsafe Buildings 
Demolition Bond Act,” which Rice 
hopes to put on this November's 
ballot. 

The Department of Community 
Affairs would oversee the bond pro- 
gram, establishing eligibility crite- 
ria for which buildings to demolish 
and ranking buildings based on these 
criteria.

Rutgers’ President Should Not Resign 


We're big enough to accept a mistake... As A Mistake 


More than two months ago during a question and answer situation, Dr. 
Francis Lawrence, president of Rutgers, The State University of New 
Jersey, misspoke saying that black students should not be penalized for 
scoring low on standardized test, because blacks do not have the “genetic 
hereditary background” to score higher on standardize tests. He admitted he 
misspoke and has apologized to the students, faculty and the community. 
However, cries of justice ring out for his resignation. Student groups across 
the state and a major black clergy group have called on him to step down. 
On the other hand, black faculty who know Lawrence and heard his 
statement in context did not get upset. Others who know the president agree 
that his misstatement is not consistent with the direction he has taken to 
increase minority participation at Rutgers. 


Given the feeding frenzy on Lawrence, it would be easy to join the 
bandwagon. Some of our brothers and sister are blindly calling for this man 
to resign because of his mistake. But we will not. After viewing the tape, 
talking with students, faculty, and Lawrence himself, we believe his 
is not indicative of his position as an educator and leader of 
the university. Furthermore, we believe that the total context of his speech 
and his actions as president should be what we consider most. Honest 
mistakes can be made. We have to be big enough to recognize the mistake 
for what it is and look at the big picture of Dr. Lawrence’s leadership.

Shedding light on the black 
college graduate myth

What does it mean to be young, 
gifted and to have been educated 
at a predominantly black college 
or university? 

In order to posit an accurate fe- 
sponse, we must briefly deal with the

Confidence precedes success and 
is, to paraphrase Hebrews 11:1, the 
substance of things hoped for, andthe 
evidence of things not seen. For a 
young man aspiring in a world where 
intellectual capacity and professional 
suitability are often determined by 


problem of perception versus reality. 
Wealldeal with misconceptions such 
asthere are not many young, positive. 
and ambitious black youth. Some 
believe that if a person is smart, 
ambitious and just happens to be 
black, then he should attend a large 
white university. Othe: ume black 
colleges and universities offer only 
mediocre programs that do not pre- 
pare their students fora multicultural 


These, of course, create the 
perception that graduates of black 
institutions are less qualified than 
other graduates. The reality, how- 
ever, is that in addition to build- 
ing exceptional critical thinking, 
technical and tactical 
proficiencies, and excellent writ- 
ten and verbal communication 
skills, the undeniable gifts a black 
college offers strengthen one’s 
self-confidence and instills a be- 
lief in one’s ability to succeed 
despite the odds. These are indel- 
ible qualities that will determine 
who will lead and who will fol- 
low. Predominantly black colleges 
and universities build leaders 

My black college experience 
was indispensable. Never during 
my high school years had I con- 
sidered attending a predominant- 
ly white university. Now I realize 
that to have done so would have 
been to deprive myself of the in- 
valuable grooming and support 
that will carry me through a life- 
time of achievement. In addition 
to preparing me for the theoreti- 
cal and pragmatic challenges of 
life, my confidence was strength-

flanked by outstanding competition 
tonotonly persevere, but to excel. For 
many, this is what it means to have 
attended a black institution. 

And if there are problems that 
I have found, it is that having 
confidence in one’s own ability 
while being very ambitious fills 
one with impatience. I am ready 
to make an unforgettable mark on 
society by succeeding socially and 
professionally. Ambition is nec- 
essary for greater success, and I 
will gladly deal with the impa-

Black America's 
true voice

Louis Farrakhan is the person the 
majority of readers of black newspa- 
pers rate as the most effective Afri- 
can-American leader. A “Your True 
Voice” national poll among black 
readers also reveals that “The most 
pressing problem where they live” is 
not racism but the lack of economic 
development. Over 70 percent of the 
respondents feel only “Somewhat” 
or "Not safe at all" in their neighbor- 
hoods, and drugs are rated as causing 
crime and forcing residents of inner- 
city areas to be afraid of being mur- 
dered or robbed. 

Over 1300 readers of The Black 
Press returned filled in copies of polls 
that were in their local publications 
to the National Newspaper Publish- 
ers Association to record their true 
voice to issues and people that affect 
their lives in America. The poll was 
undertaken because African Ameri- 
canopinions, values, desires and prob- 
lems are often misquoted in general 
market media, such as daily newspa- 
pers, national magazines and local 
and national broadcasts. Farrakhan, 
for instance, is often portrayed in a 
negative vein by general media, but 
tops the black readers’ poll, The poll 
showed that 42 percent of black read- 
ers view general media newspapers 
as a “creditable source of informa- 
tion” about them, with 32 percent and 
31 percent of them citing black-ori- 
ented magazines and newspapers as 
most creditable. The poll appeared 
in over 100 black-oriented newspa- 
Pers across the country. 

“The poll helps us to illustrate, 
accurately, the quality of life that our 
readers experience such as theirneigh- 
borhoods and safety. And, change 
agents such as politics, leadership, 
organizations and institutions in our 
lives,communications and self-help,” 
says Dr. Fred Black, of F.H. Black 
and Associates, who tabulated the 
poll data, The poll was designed by 
the National Newspaper Publishers 
Association and was recently pre- 
sented at the organization’s Mid- 
Winter Conference in Tampa. The 
poll contained 15 multiple choice 
questions. 

Personal and community safety 
was mentioned in numerous ways in 
the poll. Numbers for random mur- 
ders are up, primarily in inner-city 
areas. Police attribute the trend to 
trade in illegal drugs, growth of ur- 
ban gangs and the younger ages of 
gang members; a general loosening 
of social strictures against aggressive 
behavior; the proliferation of weap- 
ons and the greater firepower of guns 
On the streets. More innocent by- 
standers are being killed, officials in

Although president Lawrence. 
before the week was out, issued an 
apologetic statement to the students, 
some African-American students 
questioned the validity of his apolo- 
gy when they discovered a separate 
letter, which indirectly implied that 
Lawrence regretted his statement and 
explained that his intentions were not 
race related, and in the best interest of 
all students. 

However, in the letter to the stu- 
dents which was written after he is- 


sued the faculty statement, Lawrence 
stated he could not explain such a 
remark. 

Maryum Darby, a English major 
on the Newark campus, was one of 
those who questioned the distribu 
tion of two statements. Darby says 
students deserve an explanation not 
an apology 

‘I don't understand why there 
Were separate memos issued. The 
faculty memo seemed more person 
al, where as ours (the students) was 
more apologetic. An apology means 
forgiveness. It's not enough to apol 
gize. The damage is done. I don't 
need an apology, I need an explana- 
tion in order to have a better under 
standing (of what he meant to say),”

Locally, the 
respondents' congressional represen- 
tative was rated as doing slightly 
better toward their wishes and de- 
sires. Over 60 percent rated their 
local representative as "Doing a good 
job,” or “doing a fair job." However, 
the political savvy of respondents 
was not too accurate. When re- 
sponding to the question, “Of the 
535 members of the U.S. Congress 
how many do you estimate are Afri- 
can Americans,” less than 20 percent 
answered correctly “Less than 50.” 
The actual count is 42. While the 
Democratic party outpaced the Re- 
publicans, 30 percent to 10 percent, 
the majority of respondents opted for 
the category “Other,” in relation to 
the question, “What political party 
do you think has the most potential 
for African Americans.

each unless they have a handicap pass." 

I wrote back to the young lady the terms of purchasing their tickets and 
asked if they needed one-way or round trip tickets, she said one way. I then 
assisted them in getting back into the line to purchase their tickets, While in 
the process of doing so the agent really showed her annoyance by stating to 
a young man in the group, "because of you I can't go to lunch." 

These kids were so confused yet very grateful to me for taking the time 
to communicate with them even though I did not know sign language that 
they all kept thanking me over and over, 

I wonder, what would it have taken for this NJ Transit employee to 
patiently write this information down and communicate with these kids? Or 
if she couldn't do so, get someone to help them, as opposed to yelling at these 
deaf youth. Just witnessing this incident caused my blood pressure to rise 
considerably because I was extremely upset with this woman, who was old 
enough to be these kids' grandmother 

Idon'tknow about you, but these are not the kind of people I want to spend 
my money with. I think NJ Transit officials should seriously consider 
cleaning house and hire some people who know the meaning of common 
courtesy, kindness, and customer appreciation. 

Because of their disability, these kids were treated in 1995 by a black 
woman, the same way one would have expected a white person to treat her 
in 1955 because of the color of her skin. How far have we come?
